CARRANZA MUST MAKE 
AVOWAL OF HIS PURPOSE

And Question Is Being Ask-

Washington. July 2.—Sunday brought 
no important developments here in the 
Mexican crisis. The only official dis- 
patch received during the day, aside 
from routine reports, was a message 
from General Funston transmitting in- 
formation reaching General Bell at El 
Paso regarding the Mexican raid near 
Fort Hancock. It said that raiders took 
two horses last night near Old Fort 
Barly, Tex., and escaped into Mexico. 
An investigation was in progress and 
General Bell said he would take any 
necessary steps. The order to Ameri- 
can commanders to follow into Mexico | 
any hot trail remains unchanged. 

No Werd From Cerransa. 

Neither the state départment nor the 
Mexican embassy had any word as to 
when Carranza’s reply to the Ameri- 
can demands, awaited by President Wil- 
sun,“with some impatience, might be 
expected. ‘ 

There seemed little probability that 
the Washington government would 
consider further action until late in the 
week. The house will not reassemble 
until Wednesday, having adjourned 
over the Fourth of July. While the ad- 
ministration could take any necessary | 
defensive steps in the event General 
Pershing’s column was attacked, no 
aggressive movement would be under- 
taken untikafter President Wilson had 
advised congress of his purpose and 
Jefinite authority had been granted. 

Officials profeis lack of knowledge 
as to the time President Wilson is 
willing to wait for General Carranza’s 
reply saving whether he desires the 
(‘nited States government to consider 
that he has assumed a deliberately hos 
tile attitude toward the American 
troops in Mexico. Although an imme- 
diate break was averted by release of 
the troopers captured at Carrizal, of- 
ficials view the formal avowal of pur- 
pose demanded of General Carranza as 
of immediate importance. 

No Hitch in Mobilization. 

The war department issued a brief 
official statement today regarding the 
good progress being made in national 
guard mobilization. “Mobilization of 
the national guard in all departments is 
proceeding without a hitch,” it said. 
“Large parts of the guard have al- 
ready entrained for their destination 
and the muster of the remainder is 
proceeding as rapidly ag possible.” 

Secretary Baker said he did not know 
how many thousand guardsmen al- 
ready had reached the border. There 
is reason to believe, however, that up- 
ward of 30,000 will have been added to 
the border forces within the next twwy 
or three days. During the last twen- 
ty-four hours regiments from Maryland, 
Missouri, Wisconsin, Kansas and Penn- 
sylvania have entrained, according to 
war department reports. 


MEXIC LABOR UNIONS 
OPPOSED TO WAR. 


Washington, July 2.—A delegation 
of Mexican labor leaders, here to con- 
fer with American Federation of La- 
bor officials on means for re-estab- 
lishing harmony between the United 
States and Mexico, today outlined their 
views on the subject to the Wash- 
ington correspondents,.whom they call- 
ed together in order to “speak directly 
to the American people without the 
intervening medium of the respective 
governments.” A war, they declared, 
would prevent the accomplishment or 
many humanitarian reforms now being 
attempted by the Carranza government 
and for that reason would ‘be disastrous 
to Mexican labor. 

Carlos Loveira, of Yucatan, spokes- 
man for the delegation, expressed the 
belief that an American army could 
occupy Mexico “after a short struggle,’ 
but Colonel Edmund bk. Martinez, of 
Mexico City, insisted that a war wouid 
ve long and difficult. They insisted 
that withdrawal of General Pershing’s 
expedition would solve the whole dif- 
Mculty and that Carranza troops then 
could prevent border raids. 

Mexican generally distrust the mo- 
tives of the American government, Mr. 
Loveira said, because they rememver 
the war of 1847-48, and Mexican labor 
interests are aggrieved because of a 
dual standard of pay and treatment 
accorded American and Mexican em- 
ployees . by American railroads and 
other enterprises in Mexico.

OVER HALF BILLION 


‘Grand Total of Appropria- 
| tions by Congress Will Ag- 
gregate More Than a Bil- 
lion and Half Dollars. 


Washington, July 2.—Congress is 
preparing to complete its program of 
financial preparedness with every in- 
dication that appropriations this ses- 
sion will aggregate considerably more 
than a billion and a half dollars, at 
least half a billion of which will be for 
national defense. 

According to estimates based on fig- 
ures compiled by Chairman Fitzger- 
ald, of the house appropriations com- 
mittee, and increases put into pending 
measures by senate committees, the 
grand appropriation total may reach 
' $1,650,000,000, exceeding by more than 
$500,000,000 the record of any previous 
congress in the nation’s history. 


Grand Total of Appropriations. 

Last week Representative Fitzger- 
ald submitted a statement to the house 
showing that the grand total for the 
present congress, based on bills passed 
and pending, would reach nearly $1,- 
500,000,000. Since then the senate naval 
committee has added nearly $50,000,000 
to the naval bill and the military com- 
mittee has increased the $182,000,000 
army appropriation measure by ap- 
proximately $100,000,000. 

The principal appropriation measure 
awaiting senate consideration are the 
army and navy bills. They carry $282,- 
000,000 and $315,826,343 respectively and 
together with the _ fortifications bill, 
which has passed both houses, would 
appropriate for national defense more 
than $622,000,000. There is every in- 
dication that the senate will accept at 
least the major part of the proposed 
army and navy increases, but confer- 
ences probably will pare them down. 
Whatever happens, however, leaders of 
both houses agree that the total of ap- 
propriations‘ will break all records. 

, The senate plans to take up the naval 
/ bill as soon as the agricultural bill is 
| 

out of the way, probably within a few 
days. The big building program pro- 
vided for 1917 and the provision for a 
three-year construction policy proba- 
bly will mean a debate of several. 
weeks. Meantime the army bill will

GOING INTO DEFENSE 


Pushing Offensive. 


Many Points the German Second Line Has 
Been Reached—Germans Are Offering Fierce 
Resistance and It is Probable Casualties Are 
Heavy—Berlin Admits Withdrawal of Army 
Division on Part of Sector Where Allies Are 


London, July 2. 


PRE-WAR STATUS 


Former Chancellor von Bue- 


Are Necessary as Germany 
Will Face World Hatred. 


Berlin, July 2.—(Via London)—Prince 
von Buelow asserts that Germany must 
have something more than pre-war 
conditions when peace is declared in 
a preface to his book, “German Poli- 
cies,” just issued. The former imperi- 
al chancellor maintains that the re- 
establishment of national lines as they 
existed prior to the war would mean @ 
loss to Germany. 

Bitter Hatred for Germany. 

Declaring that Germany will have to 
reckon after the war with the bitter 
hatred of France, England and Rus- 
sia, he continues: 

“This fact must dictate the form 
which peaee shall assume. The protec- 
tion which Germany will find against 
renewed and new lust for revenge in 
the west and east and across the chan- 
nel, can only be in its own increased 
power. Our enemies, too, will strengthen 
armaments on land and water, and we, 
for our part, must meet this condition. 
We must make ourselves stronger and 
harder to be attacked on our borders 
and coasts than we were at the begin- 
ning of this war, not for the sake of 
striving for world supremacy with 
which we have been falsely charged, 
but in order to maintain ourselves 
against our foes. 

“The result of the war must 
negative, but positive. It is 
question of saving ourselves from 
being destroyed, weakened, dismem- 
bered or plundered. We must gain 
real securities and guarantees both as 
a recompense for the unheard-of trials 
and sufferings we have endured and 
as a security for the future. 

No Status Quo Ante Bellum. 

“In the face of the feelings against 
us which this war will leave, the sim- 
ple re-establishment of the status quo 
ante bellum for Germany would mean 
a loss and not a gain. We shall not be 
able to say with a good conscience that 
our general situation has been bet- 
tered by the war unless the strengthen- 
ing of our political, economic and 
military power considerably outweighs 
the enmities engendered by the con- 
flict.’’ 

Prince von Buclow maintains that it 
is important “to retain, restore and 
strengthen connections with those 
states with which Germany did not 
cross swords, irrespective of whether 
the propaganda of the enemy press and 
enemy agitators influenced the feelings 
of the people against us during this 
war. Here political necessities must 
disregard national likes and dislikes, 
even though they be justified.” 

The socialists come in for a good 
word from Von Buelow and he _  ex- 
plone ge the belief that the co-operation 

etween them and the government will 
be easier after the war.

Notwithstanding the heavy attacks 
against them in the Somme region, 
the Germans have not ceased in their 
efforts around Verdun. They have 
bombarded several of the Verdun sec- 
tors and have launched infantry at- 
tacks against the famous Thiaumont 
work were repulsed by curtains of 
fire, the French war office announces 
that this strategic position has been 


recaptured by the French and is held 
by them.

Referring to the Anglo-French drive, 
the German official statement Saves 
that at several points of the first line 
trenches along the Somme, the enemy 
forces gained successes and were able 
to advance. A German division in this 
sector had to be withdrawn, and ma- 
terial in the first line, which was im- 
movable and which had been rendered 
useless, was lost. 

In connection with the operations now 
going on, aerial activity was marked. 
There have been many air fights and 
Berlin reports that eight British and 
three French machines were brought 
down within the German lines and that 
four others also were shot down. The 
British admit that three of their ma- 
chines are missing. 


RUSSIANS SCORE: 
ALSO ITALIANS. 


Additional successes are recorded by 
Petrograd, the official communication 
announcing that Austrian positions: 
west of Kolomea, in Galicia. have been 
taken by storm after intense fighting, 
with the capture of two thousand 
prisoners. The Austro-Germans in Vol- 
hynia are making desperate counter. 
attacks, while in other sections of the. 
Russian front there are constant artil- 
lery and infantry engagements, in’ 
which neither side seems to have made 
any notable gains. . 

The Italians are pushing their strong 
offensive in the Trentino, and, indeed,

front the Italians are forcing the fight- 
ing, probably part of the concérted 
plan of the entente allies to press mat- 
ters to a decision at all points.

BRITONS 
CONFIDENT. 


The British public still displays the 
same quiet enthusiasm, determination 
and confidence, fully understanding 
that no great drive like that carried 
out by the Russian general, Brussiloff, 
is possible against the formidably or- 
ganized German front, and that great 
sacrifices and possible setbacks must 
be prepared for. Many regrets are 
heard that Kitchener had not lived to 
pee the results of his work. This 
the first great battle in which the mili- 
tary legions he creatéd are being put 
to the test. 

Kitchener’s armies have virtually re- 
placed the first small expeditionary 
force sent out under Field Marshal 
French. It is also the first time that 
a great offensive has been carried out 
under well organized, co-ordinated al- 
lied strategy over the whole field of 
operations, and confidence is felt that 
the allied commanders have no inten- 
tion to rush reckless sacrifices for a 
more spectacular advance. As one cor- 
respondent writes: “There is no long- 
er‘an attempt to pierce as witha knife, 
but a slow, continuous, methodical 
push, leading to the day when the 
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enemy’s resistance will crumble at 


some point.” 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
FROM FRICOURT. 


London, July 2.—Fricourt, 
three miles east of Albert, the scene 
of desperate fighting betwe@ the Brit- 
ish and Germans since the entente al- 
lied offensive Was begun yesterday 
morning, has been captured by the 
British, according to an official state- 
ment issued this evening.

“Up to noon today some 8:00 more 
prisoners had been taken in the op- 
erations between the Ancre®and the 
Somme, bringing the total up to 3,500, 
including those captured on other parts 
of the front last night.” 

British general headquarters reports 
tonight as follows: 

“Heavy fighting has taken place to- 
dav in the area between the Ancre and 
the Somme, especially about Fricourt 
and La Boisselle. 

“Fricourt was captured by our troops 
about 2 p. m. and remains in our hands, 
and some progress has been made east 
of the village. 

“In the neighborhood of La Boiselle 
the enemy is offering stubborn resist- 
ance, but our troops are making satis- 
factory progress. A considerable quan- 
tity of war material has fallen into 
our hands, but details are not avyail- 
able.” 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
MANY GERMANS. 


“On either side of the valley of the 
Ancre the situation is unchanged. The 
general situation may be regarded as 
favorable. Later information of the 
enemy's losses shows that our first es- 
timates were too low. 

“Yesterday our aeroplanes were very 
active in co-operation with our attack 
north of the Somme and afforded val- 
uable assistance to our operations, Nu- 
merous enemy headquarters and rail- 
Way centers were attacked with bombs. 

“In one of these raids our escort- 
ing aeroplanes were attacked by twen- 
ty FokkKers, which were driven off. Two 
enemy machines were seen to crash to 
earth and were destroyed. 

“Some long distance reconnaissances 
were carried out in spite of numerous 
attempts by enemy machines to frus- 
trate the enterprises. Three of our 
aeroplanes are missing. Our kite bal- 
loons were in the air the whole day.”

Almost Unbroken Success 
Marks Drive of Allies 


Fight Carried to German 
Second Line, and French 
and British Are Consolli- 
dating Gains—Most Terri- 
ble Display of Firearms of 
All Time. 


British Headquarters In France, Sat- 
urday, July 1.—(Via London, July 2.)— 
The close of the first day’s offensive 
over the longest front the entente al- 
lies have attempted and the most ex- 
tensive action of the war for the Brit- 
ish. finds both the British and French 
consolidating their gains. 

South of the Ancre river, where the 
infantry swept forward, Culu was cap- 
tured by the French and Montauban 
and Mametz were taken by the British 
with almost unbroken success, though 
against heavy curtains of fire and de- 
lavs due to stubborn resistance at some 
points and particularly for the British 
from a German trench called ‘““Danc- 
ing Alley.’ 

Word came back that the destruc- 
tion by artillery of the first fine trench 
was so complete that one British bat- 
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progress between Herbecourt and As- 
sevillers during the night. 

“The receipt of new information 
brings the total number of unwounded 
Germans captured by French troops 
yesterday to more than 5,000. (Tonight's 
statement increased the number to 
6,000). 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne we 
took prisoner a German patrol which 
attempted to reach our line near Bailly. 

‘In the Champagne we effected nu- 
merous reconnaissances on the enemys 
front. Several of the reconnoitering 
parties succeeded in penetrating the 
opposing trenches which were cleared 
out with hand grenades.

“On the right bank of the Meuse a 
German attack launched last evening 
upon our positions to the northeast of 
the woods Avocourt succeeded in 
penetrating the advance elements of 
our trenches, but was completely driven 
back by our counter attack.

In the course of the fight- 
ing which took place in the enemy's 
trenches 50 Germana were killed, a 
score were brought back into our lines 
and two machine guns also were CAap- 
tured.

GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Berlin, July 2.—(Via London.)—In the 
great Anglo-French offensive begun 
yesterday along a front of 25 miles to 
the north and south of the River 
Somme, the German official statement 
issued today says, the entente allied 
troops were successful in penetrating 
the German first line trenches at sev- 
eral points. 

The German division defending these 
trenches, it is added, had to be with- 
drawn to other prepared positions. 

From Gommecourt to La Boisselle, 
the communication says, the British 
and French sustained very heavy losses 
and obtained no advantages worth men- 
tioning. 

The statement reads: 

‘Western theater: The great Brit- 
ish and French offensive in massed 
attack, which had been extensively 
prepared for many months past, began 
yesterday after strong artillery and gas 
preparation lasting six days. over a 
front of 25 miles on both sides of the 
River Somme, and Hkewise the Ancre 
brook. 

“From Gommecourt to the region of 
Soisselle the enemy obtained no advan- 
tages worthy of mention. Hle sustain- 
ed, however, very heavy losses. 

“On the other hand, he was succesa- 
ful im penetrating at several points 
the first line trenches of our division 
in the region abutting both banks of 
the Somme and was able to advance 
This division had to be withdrawn from 
the heavily shelled first line trenches 
into the positions arranged for check- 
ing an advance from the first to the 
second lines. The material in the first 
line, which was immovable and which 
had been rendered useless, as is cus- 
tomary in such cases, was lost. 

“In connection with these extensive 
operations, there were many artillery 
actions and numerous minor attacks on 
the adjoining. front to the west and 
suvutheast of Tahure. They were every- 
where unsuccessful. 

“On the left bank of 
Hiill 304 French trench 
eaptured and a French 
attack was repulsed. 

“To the east of the Meuse the ene- 
my, with the aid of strong reinforce- 
ments, repeated his attacks many times 
yesterday and this morning on Froide 
Terre hill, and specially against the 
of Thiaumont, but was 
compelled by our curtain fire to retire.

LOSSES OF ALLIES 
REPORTED SMALL. 


Paris, July 2.—‘An artillery prepa- 
ration, the violence of which never has 
been equalled, marked the attack of 
the Franco-British troops in the joint 
offensive yesterday,” says a semi-offi- 
cial note. “For more than a week, in 
fact, the continued preparation from 
the North sea to Champagne gave an 
inkling of it. The British in particular, 
in the entire sector that they occupy, 
had been methodically continuing an 
alternative system of intense bombard- 
ments and sounding operations at va- 
rious points. 

“According to the preliminary infor- 
mation, the entente allied losses were 
Slight, by reason of the efficiency of 
the preliminary work, while those of 
the Germans were said to be quite 
heavy.”

Germans Fight Fiercely. 

The Germans in large force fought 
fiercely north of the Ancre. At Gom- 
mecourt and Beaumont-Hamel there 
was a terrible, complicated intensity 
of action, with every method of de- 
struction—like Verdun, with the Ger- 
mans as defenders. 

When the attack was made in the 
morning the mist in the valleys made 
it difficult for the infantry units to 
keep in touch with each other, or the 
gunners to follow their advance, but a 
brilliant sunshine continued through 
the day with clear air and summer 
heat. 

This afternoon at 4 o’clock the vil- 
lage of Thiepval was still being des- 
perately held by the Germans. The 
place was visible to the observer be- 
fore the British opened another artil- 
lery attack, which séemed to be churn- 
ing it to dust, making it impossible 
for any human being to survive even in 
the strongest redoubt. The British 
mortars also were busy, the projectiles 
glinting under the sun as hundreds of 
them followed one another, like a jug- 
gler tossing shining globes, into the 
vortex of fire. 

So swift is the ambulance transport 
that some British wounded already may 
be in London. 

Prisoners are being brought in in 
groups as they are gathered from the 
dugouts not destroyed by artillery fire. 

The destruction of six German ob- 
servation balloons by British airmen 
early in the week{fevidently was a se- 
rious loss ag none has been replaced. 
It was noticeable that the British aero- 
planes over the battlefield greatly out- 
numbered the German machines. 

Great Secreey Observed. 

Wafinite care and pains had been tak- 
én to keep secret the preparations for 
the great offensive and the section of 
the line where the big push was to be 
made. For many weeks the work went 
on with silence required on the part 
of all officers, but most of them were 
so limited tu their own areas that 
they did not know what was happening 


the others.

rible display of fireworks in all times. 
Flashes in Quick Succession. 


Far in the distance those flashes in 
quick succession are the French 75'8 on 
the hills above the Somme Other 
flashes of the same Kind far to the 
north are the British fleld guns. Near- 
by, the small calibres make ugly sharp 
flashes from their muazies and the big 
calibres larger ones, as the missiles go 
swishing through the dewy night air 
and burst in balls of expanding flames. 
A fiaming sheet is laid across a ridge 
and that is the barrage fire of the 
German guns anticipating a British at- 
tack. A long billowing glow of the 
phosphorescent mist—and that is the 
spray of high explosives from the 
Stokes mortars sent from behind the 
British onto the German § trenches. 
Sheets and chains of man-made light- 
nings show trees and buildings, or 
ruined walls, in weird silhouettes. 

As set pieces the German flares slow- 
ly rise with dependable steady illumia- 
tion between the trenches. Green and 
red and other signal lights add to their 
variety until the eyes ache and sensa- 
tions are numbed with the thought of 
the atruggle that is proceeding.

Along Front of 25 Miles 


In 24 Hours French and 
British Have Enveloped 9 
Villages and 50 Square 
Miles of French Territory 
Held Until Now by the 


Germans. 
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Paris, July 2.—Reports today from 
the battle of the Somme, long ¢X- 
pected as a critical if not the decisive 
stage of the war, show that the en- 
tente forces are sweeping forward 
along a 25-mile front. The French al- 
ready have taken more than 5,000 pris- 
oners, while the allied lines have en- 
veloped within the last 24 hours nine 
villages and fifty square miles of 
French territory held until now by 
the Germans. 

The great Franco-British offensive 
was expected and eagerly awaited in 
the last ten days, but the exact point 
where the blow was to be delivered 
was carefully concealed. It was be- 
lieved that it would be north of Ar- 
ras, with Lille for the objective, but it 
was finally decided for strategic, rath- 
er than for sentimental grounds, to ex- 
the move south of Arras at a 
point where the piercing of the line 
would operate more seriously in the 
dislocation of the German forces. 

The Theater of Operations, 

The theater of operations for the 
Sritish forces runs between Gomme- 
court, north of the River Ancre, to a 
point just north of the Somme, while 
the French attacked on both sides of 
the Somme and southward toward Roye. 

Thus the entente allied armies pre- 
sent a front of 25 miles, with the Brit- 
ish on the left for 15 miles and the 
French on the right for ten miles. 

The region of this supreme contest 
is one favorable for military opera- 
tions. It virtually all is within the 
department of the Somme, which is a 
level plateau of chalky formation. 

The fighting lines extend between a 
great number of small villages which 
are usually devoted to textile indus- 
tries, while the outlying agricultural 
sections are level fields chiefly devoted 
to beet culture. The intense bpombard- 
ment of the last four days was the 
signal for an advance over these level 
fields, beginning at 7:30 o'clock fes- 
terday morning. The entente allied ar- 
tillery then lengthened the range #0 as 
to shut off all communication between 
the first German line and the German 
reserves in the rear. This made it im- 
possible for the Teutons to utilize their 
perfect organization for the shifting 
of troops and for the bringing up of 
reinforcements. | a thought by 
French military observers that the Ger- 
mans miscalculated the intentions to 
the allies and expected the attacks fur- 
ther to the north. 

Villages Taken by French. 

The villages which the French cap- 
tured in the firat sweep include Dom- 
pierre, Becquincourt, Bussus and Fay, 
and these and the towns taken by the 
British—Montauban and Mametz—were 
all found to have been strongly for- 
tified by the Germans. 

The entente allies, profiting from 
Past experience, quickly threw up 
strong earth works around the villages 
thus taken in order to protect them 
against counter attacks. It was nof 
before night, however, that the Ger- 
mans were able to deliver any counter 
attack. This was centered against the 
French position on the outskirts of 
Hardecourt and it was repulsed with 
heavy losses, ending in a precipitate re- 
treat. 

Throughout last night the French 
continued their drive, capturing the 
Village of Curlu, of which they al- 
ready had occupied the outskirts, and 
progressing south of the Somme be- 
tween Herbecourt and Asgevillers. 

In addition to the military successes 
the terrain overrun iby the entente al- 
lied troops has an exceptional stra- 
tegic inyportance. Four of the towns 
captured by the French are only seven 
miles west of Peronne, the chief rail 
highway from the German center at 
Colonge to the German front in the 
region of Noyon and Soissons. 

The German headquarters is at St. 
Quentin, 25 miles southeast of Peronne. 
Already the French forces threaten 
Peronne with the evident purpose of 
cutting the trunk railway there which 
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is an indispensable artery for Ger- 
man reinforcements. 


Speed of Allied Advance.

BRITISH SHELL HULES 
USED BY THE GERMANS 


As Cover for Machine Guns. 
Wounded Men Reach Lon- 
don and Tell of Battle. 
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Petrograd, July 2.—(Via London.)— 
General Letchitzky’s army, after in- 
tense fighting, has captured by storm 
the Austrian positions in the region 
west of Kolomea, in Galicia, says the 
Russian official statement issued to- 
night. _The statement adds that up to 
the present 2,000 prisoners have been 
taken in this sector. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“In the region west of Kolomea the 
army of General Letchitzky, after in- 
tense fighting, took by storm the en- 
emy positions. Up to the present we 
have taken 2,000 prisoners from the 
fresh troops brought to this region. 
The greater number were intoxicated. 

“In Volhynia the enemy continues to 
make desperate attacks. The offensive 
of the Germans between the rivers Styr 
and the Stokhod, in the region of the 
villages of Koptche and Zobary, was re- 
pulsed. 

‘““A series of fresh enemy attacks 
southwest of Kiselin-Zubilno-Kochey, 
were repulsed. The enemy’s columns 
Were put to flight with heavy losses. 
The fugitives have been destroyed in 
masses, but reinforced by reserves, the 
enemy is making fresh attacks which 
so far have been repulsed. 

“Caucasus front: East of Plantana 
we captured by brilliant attack a chain 
of mountains which had been fortified 
by the Turks. The enemy was repulsed 
beyond the River Samsoon Darassi. He 
left behind many corpses on his posi- 
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London, July 2.—The first group of 
wounded from the British front in 
France arrived at Charing Cross sta- 
tion tonight. An enormous crowd as- 
sembled and the police had considera- 
ble difficulty in obtaining passage for 
the Red Cross vehicles through the 
cheering, flag-waving people. 

“Everything possible seemed to have 
been thought of beforehand,” said a 
wounded officer, “and for weeks we 
have been having rehearsals of every 
movement. We were all ready for the 
charge by 6 o’clock, but the artillery, 
which had been pounding all night, 
continued the argument for an hour. 
Then the bombardment slackened and 
our pulses quickened as we realized 
our moment was at hand. 

“The preliminary signal went down 
the line and a few moments later came 
the command to go forward. Our fel- 
lows hopped over the parapets and tore 
across the uneven ground to where the 
first line of German trenches used to 
ve. As a matter of fact those trenches 
had ceased to exist. They were Dbat- 
tered to bits. 

“We did not literally charge the en- 
emy’s advanced trenches. There was 
nothing to charge. What we did 
charge, however, and charge quickly, 
were our own shell holes behind the 
German trenches. They were huge 
holes where our shells had dropped 
during the week and in these holes 
the Germans awaited us with machine 
guns. AS we approached they turned 
the Buns on us. 

“Some of our fellows carried bombs 
and hurled them iniv the holes as 
soon as they got within reasonable 
range. But we did nvt finish them all 
in that way. There did- not happen to 
be a bomber handy every time a ma- 
chine gun sang out from a shell hole 
so our lads, instead of waiting for some 
one with a bomb, just charged the 
holes. Often with a whoop they took 
flying leaps into holes. 

“It was athrilling affair while it 
lasted. A dozen or perhaps a score 
}of men would converge on a hole and 
‘take a leap almost simultaneously. The 
next moment the hole was filled with 
a straggling mass of British and Ger- 
man humanity while the guns, of 
course, were silent.”

I had a lead 
of 10,000 votes over him, and 15,000 over 
A. O. Blalock in the triangular race 
of 1912, and lost out to Mr. Price in 
the convention at Macon, while Mr.

Responding last Saturday to an ap- 
Peal from Sheriff Mallory, of Spalding 
county, who was actuated by,.what is 
now branded as a decoy letter, Deputy 
United States Marshal C. L. Freeman, 
Deputy United States Internal Revenue 
Agent G. C. Hamrick and their chauf- 
feur, William Baldwin, in company 
with Sheriff Mallory, were Saturday 
night led into what is thought to have 
been an intended ambush in Spalding 
county near the Meriwether county line. 
If harm to the officers was intended, 
the plot failed; but the alleged con- 
spirators did succeed in totally destroy- 
ing a valuable automobile, the prop- 
erty of Baldwin, hired by the officers 
in Atlanta for the trip. 

The officers started out to raid a 
still in Spalding county. They raided 
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no still, but brought back to Atlanta 
early Sunday morning two prisoners, 
Jack Knott, released by United States 
Commissioner W. Colquitt Carter last 
Thursday on bond to await hearing be- 
fore the federal grand jury on a charge 
of moonshining, and Knott’s nephew, 
Clyde Thompson, who is charged with 
interfering with a United States officer 
in the discharge of his duty. 

Saturday morning Sheriff Mallory re- 
ceived an anonymous letter, purporting 
to have been written by a woman, in- 
forming him of the existence of a still, 
giving him implicit and detailed direc- 
tions as to how to reach it. The sher- 
iff was told to leave his automobile at 
a certain point “at 12 o'clock, mid- 
night,” proceed a short 
farmer’s house, and the 
direct him to the exact location. 

Mallory telephoned to United States 
Revenue Agent Yellowley in Atlanta, 
asking for help. The officers saw no 
need in waiting until midnight, and it 
Was only a little after 10 o’clock that 
they arrived at the point where they 
were to leave their car concealed. The 
officers proceeded on foot to the farm- 
ers house. The farmer, who, by the

But no 
still was found. 

It began to dawn upon the officers 
that they had been purposely led astray 
and when they returned to their ma- 
chine they found the auto, thoroughly 
saturated with kerosene and burning.

The two men 
were arrested and brought to Atlanta 
They deny any connection with or pre- 
vious or personal knowledge of the 
burning of the automobile, or any at- 
tempt to ambush or mislead the of- 
ficers.

PARK AND COX TO MEET 
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LEGISLATIVE BOARD 


FOR LABOR PLANNED 


Joint Meeting Held by Mem- 
bers of Labor Federation, 
Farmers’ Union and Rail- 
road Brotherhoods. 


When representatives of the Farm- 
ers’ union, the Georgia Federation of 
Labor and the four’ transportation 
branches of the railroad brotherhoods 
met jointly yesterday at 439% Mariet- 
ta street for the purpose of discussing 
ways and means of furthering legisla- 
tion on behalf of the working people 
of the state, it was the first meeting 
of its kind ever held in Georgia and 
probably the first in the entire United 
States. Several important matters came 
up for discussion, among which was the 
formation of a legislative board for 
urging the proper legislation affecting 
each of the organizations. Another 
meeting was provided for at an early 
date,.at which time the representatives 
of these organizations will select that 
board. Over 600 people were present 
at Sunday's gathering. 

Addresses were made by J. R. Hes- 
terley, of the Brotherhood of Firemen; 
G. W. Evans, of the Brotherhood of 
Conductors: Tull C. Waters, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
W. C. Puckett, of the Brotherhood 
Railroad Trainmen, and Louie P. Mar- 
quardt, president of the Georgia. Fed- 
eration of Labor, and J. J. Brown, pres- 
ident of the Farmers’ union. G. H. 
Ray, chairman of the trainmen legis- 
lative committee of Georgia, presided. 

Brown Makes Address. 

The principal address was delivered 
by Mr. Brown. In part, he said: 

“Unless a fair distribution of wealth 
is settled, the causes now producing 
inequality among men will produce 
still worse effects, increasing with ev- 
ery generation and resulting from time 
to time in revolution and bloodshed. 

“In short, the economic loot is the 
prize which wrong tries to get and hold, 
and while no blame attaches to those 
who took some other excuse at its face 
value, and did not the sordid un- 
derlying reason, economic injustice ev- 
ervwhere has been the basis of war. 

“Only about 30 per cent of our pro- 
ductive land at present ts in cultiva- 
tion. Under intensive farming, even 
that small amount could be made to 
raise double and treble the crops it 
does now. 

“Men differed at the time the con- 
stitution was adopted, and they differ 
today, but the advocates of human 
rights and economic justice triumphed 
in that document, while the believers 
that human beings must be slaves to 
plutocracy and greed set in at once to 
nullify that constitution by violating 
its plain provisions, and s0 constant 
and unceasing have been their efforts 
that today a man who demands the en- 
forcement of the American constitution 
almost regarded an anarchist! 
“What do vou want” It is not merely 
the boasted right to work. You want 
the higher right to determine the na- 
ture of your work, the freedom of op- 
portunity to select the vocation of your 
preference, and to obtain from the hon- 
est and pleasing practice of such vo- 
cation full material rewards. 

Another Method of Robbery. 

‘It is just as much robbery to take 
away, by extortionate taxation or by 
economic pressure that forces men to 
toil for less than they earn, a laborer’s 
right to acquire property, as it is for

“Day after tomorrow millions of our 
people will march in the “prepared- 
ness” parades and in our loyalty to the 
flag we yield to none but our friends. 
Let me unfurl the banner of the ag- 
ricultural and industrial laborers of 
the country and carry it side by side 
with Old Glory, and say to you that 
no preparedness will equal that of just 
laws that will give.to every ‘man who 
toils a competence with which to own 
a home that he can call his own. Give 
to the American workers, industrial and 
agricultural, the assurance that the 
American flag defends the immortal 
principle of ‘Equal rights to all, special 
privileges to none,’ then you will need 
no more patriotic parades, but when a 
foreign foe invades our land and the 
bugle call to duty is sounded, men 
from every walk of life will respond. 
There is patriotism enough in the hour 
of danger, but in the long, slow pe- 
riods of peace, when there is little ex- 
citement, the enemy we have to fear 
is in the halls of legislation, where 
laws are made that attract little atten- 
tion at the time, but produce more dev- 
astation in their effect upon our liber- 
ties than is at all likely to come from 
any foreign foe. It is in congress and 
the state assemblies that we need again 
to ‘put none but Americans on guard,’ 
men of true American principles, firm 
to uphold the constitution and ready 
to repel all attacks upon humanity. 

‘But I can see that the engineer is 
entitled to the full reward of his know!l- 
edge, skill, faithfulness, and toil, and 
I think that the engineer can see that 
the man who studies how to grow the 
raw stuffs which feed and clothe the 
world and who works hard and faith- 
fully to bring forth the harvest is en- 
titled to his reward. And we ought to 
see that the foe to labor, agricultural 
and industrial, is not the man who does 
any worthy work, but the speculator 
the manipulator, the gambler, the land 
hog, and the beneficiary of special priv- 
ilege legislation.” 
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JOHNSON PROMISES 
TO CAUSE BIG STIR

eon, leader of the Johnson faction of 
the republican party, as opposed to the 
Jackson faction, headed by Henry 
Jackson, Mr. Johnson says he will be 
home in about three weeks and imme- 
diately make a statement concerning 
the political situation that will cause 
a stir among republican politicians.

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A GOOD MEASURE. 


If the legislature enacts into law the 


--_—— 


' measure introduced by Representative Hen- 


ry J. Fullbright, of Burke, which seeks to 
minimize, and possibly to eliminate alto- 
gether, the crime of lynching in this state, 
it will have advanced the state a long way 
in the direction of the triumph of law and 


order. 
Mr. Fullbright’s bill simply puts upon the 


; sheriff of each county a responsibility which 
_is rightly his and which he should not hesi- 


tate to bear. It does not make ironclad re- 
quirements that the sheriff shall prevent 
every lynching or lose his office, but simply 
puts upon him the burden of making it clear 
to the governor that he did everything with- 
in his power to prevent it. 

The Fullbright bill is in direct line with 
the South Carolina laws upon this subject. 
it has four sections. The first provides that 
if a prisoner is taken trom the custody of a 
sheriff or his deputies, where the sheriff has 
failed to exercise his authority to protect, 
he automatically jorfeits his office. In the 


“pext place, if a sheriff fails to execute a 
*warrant in due season and a lynching occurs, 


he is subject to removal by the governor 


after investigation. The third section pro- 


‘vides that where a prisoner is taken from 


the custody of a sheriff in one county and 
lynched in another, the sheriff of the county 
in which the lynching occurs is subject to 
removal in the governor's discretion. In 
the fourth section, it-is provided that any 
sheriff who is removed from office for fail- 
ure to do his duty along the lines indicated 
in this measure, shail be ineligible for re- 
election. 

Reduced to its last analysis, the Full. 
bright measure simply requires that the 


-gheriff shall perform his duty according to 


law. It makes only this demand and no 
more. Certainly, there is no reason why a 
Georgia sheriff can object to the stipulation 
that he shall perform the duty which the 
laws of the state demand of him. 

Under this bill if a lynching or an act of 
mob violence occurs in any county in the 
state, the governor is simply empowered 
and directed to require the sheriff to show 
cause why he should not be removed. If 
the sheriff can make a clean showing, he 
remains in office. If he has failed in his 
duty, he will be removed, and he ought to be. 

There should be no single voice raised 


in the legislature against this measure. 


OUR GREATEST CHARITY. 

Declaring in his recent annual message 

the general assembly that the state is 
bound to take proper cape of its helpless 
‘insane, Governor Harris denominated the 
state sanitarium at Milledgeville, “Georgia’s 
Greatest Charity.’ 3 
It is just that, and more than that, for 
it is both charity and duty. It is a charity 
“which has been half-heartedly, if not grudg- 
ingly, doled out in the past, and a duty 
which has been but poorly and partially per- 
formed. 

Not within twelve years has the state 
sanitarium been given a single new build- 
ing or addition to its quarters, notwithstand- 
ing which it is calied upon to take care of 
‘fully one-third more patients than*then, and 
‘Botwithstanding the fact that it has re- 
-eeived and cared for, as best it could, nearly 
as many patients in those twelve years as 
in all the sixty years of its history prior to 
that time. 
7 What are the results? The state is to- 
ay herding hundreds of white women, al- 
‘Ihost like cattle in pens, in quarters built 
‘for just half the number which the sani- 
has been called upon to take care

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institution are giving the very best service 
they can, it is impossible for them to make 
one dollar do the work of two, and yet they 
are called upon to do just that. 

The seriousness of the situation is glar- 
ingly shown in the institution’s death rate, 
which is 7 per cent among the white pa- 
tients and about 20 per cent amoug the ne- 
groes, notwithstanding the fact that insanity 
is not a disease that ordinarily shortens life. 
When it is considered that 2 per cent is an 
unusually high death rate among the general 
population, these figures are startling in 
the story they tell, and there isn’t a doubt 
of the fact that they are largely due to the 
intolerably overcrowded conditions which 
have been forced upon the institution by the 
requirements of state laws. 

There isn’t a county in Georgia but is 
interested in this institution, but has some 
one or more families whose loved ones are, 
unfortunately, under treatment at the sani- 
tarium; and yet the legislature year after 
year allows it but a scant maintenance fund, 
leaving it wholly without resources to take 
care of the increased demands upon it. 

A sanitarium for the insane should be 
a hospital where patients are properly cared 
for and treated in the hope of recovery. 
Georgia’s sanitarium with its excessive over- 
crowding is more a jail than it is a hos- 
pital; nor has the state provided it with 
those facilities which it must have for 
proper treatment and speedy recovery of Its 
inmates. 

Whatever else the legislature may do 
at this session, it is clearly its duty to make 
every adequate provision for the sanitarium, 
both with reference to maintenance and to 
facilities for proper care, attention to and 
treatment of these unfortunate ‘wards of 
the state.” 

Georgia's people, deeply interested in 
this institution, will be satisfied with no 
less than that. 


THE PRIDE OF BURKE. 


Burke: county takes a natural and a par- 
donable pride in Company E of the First 
Georgia. infantry, which has just gone from 
Waynesboro into the mobilization camp at 
Macon, eighty men _ strong, and ready 
for any service to which the federal gov- 
ernment may call them. 

Pride and patriotism were in full evi- 
dence with the company’s departure. There 
were 2,000 Waynesboro and Burke county 
people at the depot to see them off, and 
the people of that city have put $1,000 in 
the bank for them, to which will be added 
$500 each month as long as they are in 
the federal service. This will dispel all 
uneasiness as to leaving any 
ones in want or distress, and will provide 
comfort for the men as occasion may call 
for it. 

Burke county done her full duty, 
and done it well. If every other county in 
the United States had responded in equal 
proportion, the federal government might 
have had more than double the entire na- 
tional guard force now on the Mexican bor- 
der, prepared for any service.

Editor Constitution: I have no desire to 
trench upon your space or upon the patience 
of yourself and readers in a continued discus- 
sion with Rev. Rembert G. Smith, but there 
are some points in his letter in your edjtion 


-of June 15 regarding which he and many 


others of those among the best citizens of 
Georgia should be enlightened, and I will 
endeavor to clear the matter. 

But let me first say that, in common with 
doubtless all who know him, I esteem Brother 
Smith as a scholarly gentleman, an able min- 
ister of the gospel, hence a sincere and loyal 
Christian, and a citizen of whom any state 
could be proud. 

I am pleased to note that he has “on occa- 
sion defended me against stich a cherge as I 
imagine he (Brother Smita) made by implica- 


tion against me,” and I note that he then 
adds: 


“What is properly inferred from my sen- 
tence is that the ex-governor might have 
sooner come out and taken his place among 
those ‘who believe that we need a campaign 
against lynch law and all other forms of law- 
breaking.’

I am unfeignedly 
glad that ex-Governor Brown has at last 
called on the candidates for the governorship 
to address themselves to the problem of law- 
enforcement.

Condemned Lawlessness in Message. 

In my message to. the legislature, in 
June, 1913, I openly and without equivocation 
condemned two forms of lawlessness of which 
ceriain different elements were guilty. 

And in June, 1915, in my speech before the 
governor of Georgia regarding the very case 
which afterwards culminated in the lynch- 
ing of the man whose sti.tus was then in q'ies- 
tion, | used these words: 

“Now, in all frankness, if your excellency 
wishes to insure lynch law in Georgia, if you 
wish to hopelessly weaken, if not actually 
destroy, trial by jury in Georgia, you have 
one certain wey by which you ean strike this 
disastrous blow at our institutions and our 
civilization; 2nd that way is the_retrying this 
case on the identical evidence upon which all 
the courts have adjudicated it, and the re- 
versal of their decrees.” 

A few weeks later, after the governor had 
taken the very step I warned him egainst 
taking, in the public press 1 urged that his 
successor Gpenly assure the pevurle that he 
would not repeat the disastrous error above 
referred to; but he has never seen fit to heed 
the advice. And “Ivnch law” has continued 
to claim its victims. 

In this crisis, therefore, Ll did not wait till

Let us examine tne record and see if 
“some of this responsibilitv rests on Governor 
Brown’ -—certainly as regards the prohibition 
law. Again, I plead: “Not guilty.” In my 
message to the iegislature, June 26, 1912, at 
the beginning of the session, 1 used the jsol- 
lowing words: ch 
“Kach law imposes as weighty obligation 
for obedience and enforcement as does any 
other law. All are on the same level. 
“However regarding prohibition legisla- 
tion, it is proper that I should state tnat 
this was mede a distinct issue in the last. 
gubernatorial campaign, and naught can be 
more true than the statement that the people 
of Georgia have given us a special mandate 
on this subject; in other words, they have 
definitely decided that if any change be mad 
in the present statutes governing the manu- 
facture and sale of aleohelic liquors in this 
state, auch change shall not be effective until 
it has been submitted to them and has re- 
ecived their appreval at the bailot box. Hence, 
until that is done, the present prohibition 
law should be obeyed by the people and exe- 
cuted by the officers of the state in exactly 
the manner provided for all other laws of 
the state; and it should be borne in mind 
that the same legal precess, the same ma- 
chinery—not attaching to or emanating from 
the cxecutive office, in Atlanta, but local te 
the counties, and including grand juries, trial 
juries, solicitors, judges, sheriffs, etc.—in pro- 
vided for the execution of this law as is that 
provided for the execution of every other law 
on the statute books.” 
“Highest Warning Possibie.” 


Hence, while Brother Smith has _ pro- 
nounced me dvd (politically), and has been 
couscientiously ar.d impartially mixing some 
compliments and some condemnation in the 
funeral sermon he has been _ (politically) 
preaching over my remains, I will “arise” and 
speak physically and say that I gave the 
highest warning any governor could give, viz.: 
by placing it in an executive message to the 


motives and the 


legislature, that, under the constitution and 
laws then extant, the prohibition law could 
have no special process in its enforcement, 
and that on the county authorities, not on 
the executive office, rested its enforcement, 
exactly as all other laws rested. 

Therefore, when the present prohibition 
law was enacted the legislature did it with 
my words, above quoted, on the official rec- 
ords of the state, and, despite the warning 
contained in those words, it proceeded. to 
enact the present law in such manner as put 
upon the executive office not one iota of au- 
thority or obligation to see that this law was 
enforced in any respect on a basis substan- 
tially different from that which the consti- 
tution prescrines for the enforcement of 
any other law. In other words, the present 
prohibition law, like all other Georgia laws, 
must stand or fall in proportion as it is en- 
forced or ignored wholly or in part by the 
authorities in the counties. Do not deceive 
yourselves a8 to this fact. And do not waste 
your time by scolding the governor for not 
doing that which the constitution withholds 
‘from him any power to do. Get behind your 
county officers and uphold or prod them. 

Incidentally, I will here repeat that in the 
above message I specifically called the at- 
tention of the legislature to the fact that 
the people at the polis had “definitely de- 
cided” that any change in the then present 
prohibition law must be submitted to them, 

and had received their approval at the ballot 
box” before it could be made effective. 

With that message to them. both nouses 
defiantly refused to obey the expressed will 
of the people; and with those same words 
and with my veto message wherein I stated 
that .f returned the Tippins bill without my 
signature, because of the pledge I had made 
to tne people, the North Georgia conference 
passed its resolution condemning me_ for 
vetoing the bill. I leave Brother Smith and 
the other members of that conference to read 
the record, and figure out and tell us what 
it really did condemn me for. 

Furthermore, while upon the point raised 
by Brother Smith as to “a powerlesg gover- 
nor,” I will say that, in one of my méssages 
to the legislature, I called attention to the 
fact that, in framing their constitution, the 
people of Georgia, more than probably those 
of any other state, had held directly in the 
hands of the people in the counties the execu- 
tion of the laws, thus steering away from 
centralized power. 

They had a reason for this’ courze. When 
the constitution was made in 1877 the state 
had but recently emerged from the shadow 
of the bayonet. For several years the local 
affairs of Georgia had been dominated by 
military satraps sent hither by a hostile ad- 
ministration at Washington. A governor, 
elected by the people, had been removed from 
office. and a general of the United States 
army had been appointed governor. The lib- 
erty of every citizen of Georgia was at the 
mercy of the military administration. 

Hence, when they framed the present con- 
stitution, the people intended to withhold 
from any governor, or other general officer, 
the power over their liberties. That they 
held within the counties, where a man’s own 
neighbors and peers would pass upon his case 
at law. The very genius of the constitution 
of Georgia, therefore, is the local administra- 
tion of the laws in the counties instead of by 
a centralized power in the state capitol. 


More Power fer Governor. 


2ut I, with many others, have long be- 
lieved that the governor should have the 
power to remove a sheriff and appoint his 
successor—who shall be a citizen of the same 
county—when by investigation he finds that 
the sheriff has timidly or wilfully failed to 
prevent lynching. , 

I believe that in cases of lynching there 
should always be a change of venue for the 
trial of those indicted for this crime. 

I believe that the governor should be pro- 
vided with a fund for employing detectives to 
go into counties where lynching has occurred 
and to secure evidence for presentation to 
prosecuting officers. But I do not believe 
that this power to appoint and pay detec- 
tives should be given to even the governor to 
include any cases other then lynching, which 
is not a mere violation of law, but is the set- 
ting up in the state of a process subversive 
of the state’s process. 

In conclusion, I will say that I note that 
each of the four candidates for governor has 
pledged himself to see that the new prohibi- 
tion law is enforced, but that not one of them 
has given a like pledge as to the law against 
murder. And yet, no person has charged that 
the man who was convicted of the murder of 
Mary Phagan was drunk when he committed 
that crime; no person has charged that Strip- 
ling was drunk when at about midnight he 
assassineted Cornet in the latter's home in the 
country in Harris county; _no person has 
charged that the Archer brothers were drunk 
when one night they atrociously murdered 
two lone women of unblemished character at 
their home in the country in Cherokee coun- 
ty; no person hes charged that the Rawlings 
bovs were drunk when they murdered the 
little boy and girl in Lowndes county, ana 
then attempted tu crown their infamous crime 
by burning the house in which the father and 
sister of their victims were sheltered: no 
person has charged that Dr. McNaughton or 
Mrs. Godbee was drunk when the murders 
of which they were found guilty were com- 
mittec. Aleoholic liquo™ was not responsible 
for many of the murders which have stained 
the record of this state In tact, as { have 
just indicated, it wus cntirely lecking aa 
even a fector in the most repulsive murders 
I can recall. 

Drunkenness ws. Murder. 


Murder or drunkenness, which is the 
worse” if Brother Smith and his clerical and 
lay brethren say drunkenness is. then I ask: 
Why did God forbid murder in the Ten Com- 
mandiments and say not one word therein 
against drunkenness’? And why did Christ. 
in the beatituaes, in His Sermon on the Mount, 
fail to say: “Buiessed are those who abstain 
from drinking spirituous liquors,” and why 
did Hle refrain from making in that sermon 
any reference whatever to drinking spirituous 
liquors? If they say murder is the worse, 
then 1 ask: Why do they preach sermo) 
after sermon against drunkenness, and Iec- 
ture public men for not ove riding the con- 
stitution in personaliy “enforcing” the pro- 
hibition law, and yet preach, I venture the 
assertion, not so much as one sermon apiece 
in five vears against murder, or make any 
other address against the same; and, save in 
isolated cases, bring no pressure whatever 
upon either prosecuting or executive officers 
to secure a rigid enforcement of the laws 
which forbid the unlawful taking of the most 
precious of earth's possessions—human life? 
The prohibition law should be honestly en- 
forced: but let us not depart from the Bible, 
from common sense and from our duty to the 
state by exalting it above the law against 
murder, the violation of which threatens to 
indict Georgia before the bar of civilization,

Dalton was then taken on by 
the Tigers, but he didn’t set the Amer- 
ican league on fire, and in May he 
was sold to the San Francisco Seals.

TODAY RECORD DAY 
AMONG THE HURLER 


Marquard and Johnson Hung 
Up Marks That Hinged 


on July 3. 


This is a day of glorious memories 
for Rube Marquard, as it was on the 
3d of July four years ago that the 
lion-hearted Richard, then in Giant 
garb, twirled a 2 to 1 victory over his 
present play mates, the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. That game marked the ec- 
centric southpaw's nineteenth straight 
victory, and placed him on a par with 
Tim Keefe, the Giant twirler who had 
set up a world’s record of nineteen 
straight back in 1888. New York was 
in a furore over Marquard’s feat, and 
many were the rayers that were 
uttered in his behalf when he next 
essayed to pitch. Worn toa frazzle by 
the long strain, the Rube stubbed his 
toe on Fis next appearance in the box, 
and his hope of a new world’s record 
went glimmering. * 

On that very sanjie 38d of July, 1912, 
Walter Johnson pitched the Senators 
to a 10 to 2 victory over the Yankees, 
and started a winning streak that was 
not broken until late in August, by 
which time the big ansan had amass- 
ed sixteen consecutive victories, an 
American league record. Just five days 
after Johnson began his’ winnin 
streak, “Smoky Joe’ Wood, of the Re 
Sox, etarted one of his own by defeat- 
ing the Browns 6 to 1. Joe kept go- 
ing until the middle of September, and 
equaled Johnson's record of sixteen 
straight, but fell down on the sev- 
enteenth. Like Maryuard, “Smoky Jove” 
went to pleces just when the goal was 
in sight. Wood has never been the 
while 
he traveled a swift gait for some time 
after his famous achievement, doubt- 
less suffered permanently from the ef- 
fects of the nerve strain. It is quite 
possible that both (Marquard and Wood 
might be stars today if thelr 1912 win- 
ning streaks had been broken before 
they had involved such a tremendous 
tax on their vitality and nerve force. 

The best record of this kind to be 
hung up under modern pitching con- 
ditions was that made in 1904 by Bax- 
ter Sparks, in the Delta league, an 
obscure minor circuit, which later be- 
came the Cotton States league. Sparks 
annexed twenty-one straight victories 
for Yazoo City, Miss. In spite of his 
marvelous feat, Sparks never got into 
the big show, although he pastimed for 
a while in the Southern.

Possible Future Source of Mo- 
tor Fuel. 


(From The Metallurgical and Chemical 
Engineering.) 

The production of gasoline substi- 

tutes is commanding a great deal of 
attention at the present time, due to 
the continued high price of gasoline. 
Coal when heated in ovens to form 
coke gives off many valuable products 
and their recovery is at present a most 
profitable enterprise. The by-product 
coke-oven industry is reaching quite 
large proportions in this country and 
one of the principal by-products, ben- 
zol, is being produced in very large 
quantities and used chiefly in explosive 
manufacture. Its greatest market aft- 
er the war will prevadiy be as a motor 
fuel, as it has been in successful use 
in England for this purpose for some 
time. According to T. C. Clarke, the 
benzol production is at present about 
85,990,000 gallons per annum. 
Fear has been expressed that after 
the war ithe sudden dumping on our 
markets of 85,000,000 gallons of motor 
fuel would break the price badly and 
make a numbér of lean years for the 
coke oven benzol producers, 

If 200,000 of the 300,000 Ford cars pro- 
duced annually remain in this country 
and have an average mileage of 5,000 
miles per ear and consume a gallon of 
gasoline fo revery 15 miles, the annual 
consumption will be 66,666,000 gallons. 
Since the benzol output if all sold for 
motor spirits only amounts to &4,990,- 
000 and one make of car uses 66,000,000 
with the increase in automobile pro- 
duction that the statistics above ‘show, ,; 
it seems we are fortunate that we have 


a new fuel coming on the market.

OF NATIONAL GUARDSMEN 


Some Suggestions Are Offered 
by the American Red 


Cross. 


Washington, July 2.—(Special.j)— 
Neighborly sympathy and charity 
should provide the means for taking 
care of the destitute families of sol- 
diers and sailors called into the mili- 
tary service, says an announcement 
just issued from the Washington head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross. 

This organization, in accordance with 
its charter and the spirit which char- 
acterizes the organization in all coun- 
tries, will co-operate in this work. It 
also hopes to enlist the patriotic gen- 
erosity of employers toward the fami- 
lies of men who have been called tu 
the colors, and possibly that of na- 
tional and local governments. 

The American Red Cross holds that 
relief work is local in character and it 
will, therefore, co-operate with local 
agencies such as it may select, and will 
count upon contributions of money and 
supplies in these several communities. 
[ts task is to insure efficiency and to 
avoid confusion.

Galvanized Iron and Corrosion 


(From The Metallurgical and Chemical 
Engineering.) 

It ‘has been within the last decade 
fhat the sherardizing or “dry galvaniz- 
ing’ process has taken its place among 
the many methods used to protect iron 
and steel against corrosion. The meth- 
od of applying the zine is different 
from either the electro and hot gal- 
vanizing processes. It 
heating the objects to be coated in 
finely divided zine. The resulting 
coating is hard and crystalline and 
protects the iron. 

The finely divided zinc used for the 
sherardizing process is usually the so- 
called “blue dust” obtained as a by- 
product from the gine smelter. This 
“blue dust” is a zine dust of extreme 
fineness, 

The sherardizing proce@s is the in- 
vention of Sherard Cowper-Coles, an 
Englishman. While the first patents 
were granted about fifteen years ago, 
it was not until 1908 that the first 
commercial plant was in operation in 
the United States. Since then the 
process has come into extensive use 
for certain classes of articles. 

The articles that are most succesa- 
fully treated are nuts, bolts, screws, 
nails, pipe fittings and the like, small 
castings and various Intricate shapes 
which cannot be perfectly coated by 
the older processes. Sherardizing is 
especially adapted to small articles 
that can be loaded into drums and 
afterward separated from the dust by 
acreening. Pipes are also being suc- 
cessfully coated both on the interior 
and exterior. Large flat pleces such 
as sheets are treated with difficulty. 
I'tp to the present time continuous 
Sherardizing of wire and similar 
product has not been entirely success- 


ful.

The large quantity of coal stored by 
industries throughout the central west 
in anticipation of the biennial miners’ 
strike period has seriously reacted on 
business conditions. Prior to April 1, 
all of the mines were operating to ca- 
pacity in order to supply the demand 
for coal for storage purposes, and 
since that time most of the mines have 
been practically shut down.

The collection, pack- 
ing, and forwarding supplies to the sol- 
diers and sailors is the duty of the 
section on military relief. Care of des- 
titute families falls to the ‘section on 
civilian relief. 

Careful written records of each case 
are to be secured. This record should 
contain the name of the family to be 
aided, number and ages of children, 
available resources, and whether out- 
side help is beings extended and the 
amount. These records are to be pre- 
served until after the Mexican affair 
is over. 

On the subject of the distribution of 
relief, this warning is issued: “Avoid 
haphazard, spasmodic, and irregular 
methods of giving relief. This duty 
should be entrusted to a strong, care- 
ful, unexcitable committee, who should 
direct and control all distributions. The 
collection of intormation on which re- 
lief is given should also be under the 
control of this committee. A simple 
record should be kept of all relief given 
out and to whom given. At the begin- 
ning this record may seem unim- 
portant, but as time passes it will be 
found indispensable if effective and 
satisfactory work is to be done. It will 
also be of value in answering the in- 
evitable criticisms.” 

On the subject of the form which, 
the relief should take, it is recalled: 
that money relief is simpler and less 
cumbersome than that of giving sup- 
plies.

Little Chance to Get Raiders. 


General Bell, in his report of the in- 
cident to General Funston, gave the 
impression that the chances for locat- 
ing the raiders were slight. The best 
information obtainable indicated there 
were only eight Mexicans in the raiding 
Party which drove off a few head of 
horses and cattle yesterday from a 
ranch 54 miles southeast of El Paso. 

Lieutenant Hardy, with part of one 
troop, followed their trail to a point 
where it ended at the river, and Cap- 
tain Eltinge several:hours later arrived 
with two troops from Ei Paso to make 
an investigation and to continue the 
pursuit if he considered it advisable. 
He was instructed not to precipitate a 
clash with Mexican troops if it could 
be avoided. 

Captain Eltinge’s report made no 
mention of encountering any Mexican 
troops. 

All reports received at General Fun- 
ston’s headquarters indicated nothing 
more exciting along the international 
line than an exchange of shots between 
sentries at Nogales. 

All officers commanding troops along 
the 1,700 miles of border have been 
cautioned to avoid clashes with the 
Mexican troops that face them, but the 
recurrence of such incidents gs that at 
Nogales has caused staff officers to 
fear that an incident may occur at any 
time that may serve as the basis for 
further complexing the situation. 


Fire and Dynamite Feared. 


Unofficial reports that a fire at Pharr, 
was of incendiary origin, found cre- 
dence at army headquarters. Equip- 
ment for the New York guard was 
stored at Pharr. It was not damaged, 
but a supply of meat intended for the 
troops was lost. Army men admitted 
today that it would be no surprise to 
them if dynamite and fire were used 
more or less extensively at different 
points along the border to hamper the 
movement of the guardsmen. 

The First brigade of the Illinois 
guard now is camped here, and the 
Second New York brigade has reached 
the Brownsville district. A regiment 
of the Vermont guard arrived at Eagle 
Pass today and the Second Kansas in- 
fantry was On its way to that point. 
The First Missouri infantry passed 
through Laredo. 

The Second Illinois infantry went 
into camp here today and the Seventh 
arrived late tonight. 

Headquarters’ officers were well 
pleased today with the manner in which 
the railways were moving troops, but 
there was noticeable a slight delay in 
some cases and a change in the routing 
of some of the New York organizations 
was made. [Instead of coming here and 
then passing to their stations in the 
Brownsville district .a large part of the 
trains bearimge the New York men will 
move via Houston. 

Over 10,000 Guardsmen on Border. 


More than ‘10,000 guardsmen tonight 
were either already at border stations 
Or so near that they vould be moved 
to the line within a few hours. It was 
believed that by Wednesday the en- 
tire movement would be more than half 
completed. 

Eight American 
who have been removed from their 
posts in Mexico and who are here 
awaitine instructions from the state 
department, have sent messages into 
their districts urging all Americans 
to leave che country. They acted under 
orders from Washington.

OF CARRIZAL FIGHT 


Corporal Cooke, of Tenth 
Cavalry, Supposed to Be 
Dead, Turns Up—He Was 
Succored by Mexican 
Family. 


El Paso, Texas, July 2.—Another sur- 
vivor of the Carrizal fight was located 
today. He is Corporal F. X. Cooke, of 
K troop, Tenth tavalry, who was 
brought into Juarez this afternoon from 
Villa Ahumada and placed in prison. 

Jeneral Francisco Gonzales, Juarez 
commander, wired General Jacinto Tre- 
vino at Chihuahua City for instructions, 
and it is probable Cooke will be turned 
over to the American authorities to- 
morrow. 

Corporal Cooke added his statement 
to that of other survivors, that the 
Mexicans fired the first shots of the 


Carrizal engagement. 

He also quoted Captain Boyd as 
saying just before the commander 
gave orders to his men to advance: 

“The general has given orders that 
there is only one way for us to go, and 
that is to the north. My orders are to 
go to Villa Ahumada to the east, and 
I am going there.” 

In previous stories Captain Boyd's 
mission has been explained to have 
been the recovery of a deserter at Villa 
Ahumada. Captain Boyd also, Cooke 
said, cautioned the Americans against 
firing first and against letting any 
pieces go off accidentally. 

Without Food for Days. 


After escaping from the fight at Car- 
rizal, Cooke said he wandered without 
food and with a broken arm for four 
days, lived several more on the hos- 
pitality of Mexican rancners and then 
pushed out alone for the American base, 
only to be captured at a water hole. 
He was brought into Villa Ahumada 
yesterday and put on a train for Jua- 
rez. 

Despite his American 
bandaged arm, his appearance 
no hostile demonstrations in 
Ahumada, and not even curiosity 
Juarez, 

“I was shot down in the very begin- 
ning of the fighting,’ Corporal Cooke 
said. “I crawled back, with my arm 
dragging, to a ditch and slipped down 
into it. There I met Corporal Queen. 
The corporal untied his emergency ban- 
dage and bound up my arm. I then 
went back to where the horse holders 
had been and couldn't find anybody. 
So 1 struck out for the place where 
we had camped the night before. 

“I didn’t then even know the place 
of the fight was named CarriZzal. 
saw only five men who had been shot 
down, but some one said Captain Boyd 
was killed. The number killed and 
captured is a surprise to me. 

“I reached our old camping ground 
about 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon and 
stuck around there until 8 o'clock at 
night, expecting my command to as- 
semble there. No, sir, I didn’t intend 
to surrender. I intended to get back 
to our base at Federico. 

“For four days I wandered around, 
trying to work my way back the way 
we came. But I got on the wrong snail, 
I didn’t get a bite to eat these days 
and had hard work finding water. Of 
course, I did my traveling at night 
and hid in the mesquite in the day. 
There were plenty of coyotes howling 
around at night, but I never saw even 
a rattlesnake in the daytime. 


Even a Mexican Looked Good. 


“As I didn’t know any Spanish | felt 
doubtful about showing myself. But 
1 got so weak from loss of blood and 
my arm swollen and painful and no 
food that finally, while | was looking 
for water, 1 saw a Mexican at a weil 
watering mules, and, believe me, he 
looked good, even if he was a Mexi- 
can. 

“On my wanderings I had picked up 
a Mexican clay water bottle and the 
first thing I did at the well was to 
empty the ball six times. When the 
Mexican got over his astonishment [ 
made signs for chow. So he led me 
over to the ranch. 

“There were five 
and five kids in 
women gave me some beans. After- 
wards I slept. They treated me just 
as nice as if I had been one of their 
own soldiers. They knew about the 
fight, but I could only point to my 
arm and say ‘Villa Ahumada.’ I stay- 
ed about four or five days. During 
that time the Mexicans bathed my arm 
in hot water and reduced the swell- 
ing, but 1 wanted a doctor to set the 
bone. So I struck out again across 
the desert. 

“After crossing about five miles of 
desert my water ran out, so I turned 
back to a water hole. Wihile I was 
drinking a Carranza cavalryman came 
up. We were about 12 miles below 
Villa Ahumada, I then learned. The 
soldier got a horse and we rode over 
to the town. There they kept me in 
the military quarters until the Juarez 
train left.

Majority of the Guardsmen 
Rushed to Points West 
of El Paso. — 


El Paso, Texas, July 
Suardsmen by the train load 
El Paso today. While many 
for stations in vicinity,» great ma- 
jority were rushed on fu points west- 
ward to complete concentration on the 
frontier, 

Army men gay that at the present 
rate of transportation all points along 
the border soon will be strengthened 
to a degree that will make impossi- 
ble Mexican forays on American soil. 

The Second Massachusetts infantry, 
which detrained here yesterday, was 
ordered to the expeditionary base at 
Columbus to reinforce the regiment of 
New Mexico guardsmen and the 1,500 
regulars there. A and B batteries of 
the New Jersey field artillery were sent 
to Douglas, Ariz., presumably to re- 
lieve regular cavalrymen. It is re- 
ported that the cavalry will be order- 
ed to the San Bernardino valley, east 
of Douglas, to protect its large sup- 
ply of cattle, horses and forage from 
possible bandit forays. 

A regiment of New Jersey infantry, 
two troops of cavalry and a signal 
company also left westward for an 
unannounced point along the border. 

At military headquarters it was said 
the redistribution of the border patrol 
would ibe pushed as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Following the new assignments 
of the organizations originally ordered 
here, only the Massachusetts militia 
remained in El Paso, It was reported 
that several train loads of the Penn- 
sylvania guard will arrive here soon. 

General Bell announced today that 
he had employed a corps of local un- 
dertakers to go to Carrizal to bring 
here the bodies of the American. sol- 
diers killed in the engagement there. 
The undertakers will go into Mexico 
under personal guarantee of safety 
from General Obregon, Mexican minis- 
ter of war. 

The terrific heat that greeted the 
arriving guardsmen today kept most 
of them under cover. The word went 
out that following their arduous trip 
from the cool Atlantic coast region to 
the burning mesas of western Texas 
the soldiers should take things easy. 
The result was that there were few 
prostrations. 

The mounts of the cavalry detach- 
ments suffered greet from the ‘long 
trip and heat. t will take many days 
to get the horses in trim again. 


7 TROOP TRAINS 
REACH BROWNSVILLE. 


Brownsville, Texas, July 2.—~A heavy 
rainfall, the first of any consequence

iNew York, July 2.—Approximately 
national guardsmen from the 
states in the department of the east 
of the regular army now are in mobili- 
zation camps awaiting orders and 
equipment, General Wood announced 
tonight.

About 50 per cent of the retired of- 
ficers of the national guard are avail- 
able for depot and other duty, General 
Wood said.

ing allowances to aged professors in} 


certain colleges, has, it is frankly de- 
clared, been found “unsound” and it is 
proposed to do away with it.

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The faults of the present system and \ 


the features of the new plan were set 

ferth ina report by Dr. Henry S. Pritch- 
ett, president of the foundation 
wHich was given out today. While the 
new plan has not yet been adopted, 
the report in favor of it has been is- 
sued with the full authority of the 
trustees of the foundation, and some 
time during the year they will con- 
sider the question of putting the 
scheme into practice. 

The new plan proposes a system of 
term insurance for teachers to the age 
of 65 or later, followed by an annuity 
for life, accumulated by contributions 
from the teachere and their respec- 
tive institutions. On its part, the foun- 
dation proposes to use its entire” in- 
come for the maintenance and devel- 
opment of the system, contributing to- 
ward protection of teachers against 
disability, guaranteeing pensions for 
widows, paying all expenses of admin- 
istration, and securing a good rate of? 
interest on all accumulations. 

“The primary object,” says the re- 
port, “is to construct a relief system 
available to the great body of college 


teachers.” 
Pension System Defects. 


“The weakness of the present pension 
System as shown by experience of ten 
years, are these: 

“Under the existing rules a college 
teacher acquires a claim for a pension 
only after twenty-five years of service 
in professorial grade or thirty years of 
service as professor and instructor or 
@s an instructor alone. This means 
that the typical teacher is between fif- 
ty-five and sixty years of age before he 
has, under the rules, any protection 
for himself or his family. As a sys- 
tem of relief therefore the existing 
pension system touches but a small 
proportion of the men and women who 
teach in the colleges and universities. 
It holds out to the man of thirty a 
hope of security which is likely to be 
illusory. 

“The fundamental defect in the exe 
isting pension system lies in the as- 
sumption that free pensions for col- 
lege teachers would be permanently 
justified. Ir. the light of ten years of 
experience and in the light of the ex- 
perience of European pension systems 
this assumption seems to rest upon a 
defective social philosophy. No per- 
manent advantage will accrue to any 
calling or any profession w lifting 
from the shoulders of its members a 
load which under moral and economic 
laws the® ought to bear. 

“The man of sixty-five unexpectedly 
presented with a pension has received 
a gracious gift. ) 
forward over an interval of thirty-five 
years to its acceptance will pay for it 
in one way or another before he re- 
ceives it, and it is in every way to 
his advantage that there be no obscur- 
ity as to either the question of respon- 
sibilitv or financial certainty, and it is 
further to his advantage that the ques- 
tion of salary shal] be entirely sepa- 
rated from the question of pension. 


Using Pension as Offset. 


“While salaries in American colleges 
have been raised in the last ten years 
and are likely to be still further raised, 
the studies of the pension = system 
which have been a longer time in exist- 
ence seem to show conclusively that 
there will develop in the long run a 
tendency to use the pension as an off- 
get to higher salaries, so that a free 
pension is likely to be paid for by him 
who receives it at a higher rate than 
it has actually cost. One sees illustra- 
tions of this today in the colleges as- 
sociated with the foundation. Thus an 
instructor at $1,509 a year who is of- 
fered $1,800 to go to another college is 
induced to remain where he is under 
the expectation of a pension 30 years 
later, not realizing that the difference 
in salary will pay for the pension sev- 
eral times over provided, of course, he 
actually invests that difference in some 
form of security, a proviso, it is to be 
eaid, that is seldom realized. 

“If these conclusions are sound, it 

is the business of an agency devised 
for the betterment of the teacher’s 
calling to bring about such conditions 
as may make for security among the 
whole body of teachers. This security 
_will never be attained until the indi- 
vidual teacher has a contracted rela- 
tion with the agency guaranteeing 
some form of annuity. The solution 
presented consists of a combination of 
insurance at cost with an annuity avail- 
able at a definite age. The scheme is 
based upon the conception that the 
man who is assured of a pension at a 
definite age, let us say sixty-five, is 
in a different position with respect to 
insurance from the man who has no 
such pension secured to him. He de- 
sires to. be protected in a definite risk 
over a given period just as he might 
insure a house against the risk of fire 
for a given term. His need is there- 
fore met by term insurance, which af- 
fords the requisite ,protection to his 
family during the productive period of 
life—during which, also, insurance is 
cheap. The report points out in de- 
tail the saving which would be ef- 
fected as compared with insurance fur- 
nished in any other way. 

“For example, a man at thirty can 
carry term insurance of $5,000, to end 
at sixty-five, at a cost of about $5 a 
month. Teachers who now carry in- 
surance generally spéend far more than 
this on small and expensive policies.” 


Kinds of Annuities. 


The report gives in detail similar in- 
formation regarding the kinds of an- 
nuities which can be purchased by a 
reasonable sum paid in year by year 
and accumulating over a term of years. 

The immediate abandonment of the 
pension system already inaugurated by 
the foundation would not be intended, 
but the transportation from one sys- 
tem to the other would be a matter of 
many years. It is proposed that the 
new business of insurance and annui- 
ties for teachers should be carried on 
through a sub-agency controlled by the 
foundation, which might be called the 
Teachers’ Insurance and Annuity asso- 
' @tation, incorporated under the iaws of 
New York, with a moderate capital 
stock owned by the foundation, and a 
paid-up surplus to insure complete sta- 

ility. Such an agency would doa pure 
insurance and annuity business under 
the strict scrutiny of the state insur- 
ance department. It would offer only 
legitimate insurance, including term in- 

urance, to end at the age of 65 or 

ter, ordinary life policies, and life 
policies paid-up in twenty, twenty-five 
and thirty Years. 

For receiving deposits of teachers and 
accumulations toward annuities there 
would be organized a second  sgsub- 
‘agency whi might be termed the 
‘Teachers’ Saving association.

From nearly every re- 
serve district there is a call for more 
labor, with wages mounting. 

Money is plentiful in the Atlanta dis- 
trict and cotton conditions are favor- 
able, although the fields are in need 
of sunshine. The corn crop is the best 
in years. =. 

Cetton Mills Running Overtime, | 

In the Boston district buying has 
been exceptionally heavy and manu- 
facturers are months behind their or- 
ders. The boot and shoe industry is 
most prosperous and cotton mills are 
running overtime. 

New York reports reassuring signs 
of a needed change to a more cun- 
servative outlook in commerce, indus- 
try ana banking. Pigg iron production 
for May was J,s01,0/s tons, a new high 
record. rreignt congestion has been 
somewhat relieved. 

Foreign traae ior the four weeks 
ending June 1: shows a iarge in- 
crease. 

Favorable conditions in all depart- 
ments of trade ana industry are re- 
Dorted from ihe Philadelphia district, 
where manufacturers are complaining 
of a shortage of labor. Coal mines are 
working at 75 per cent capacity. Some 
of the munition plants are anticipating 
the end of war and making plang to 
manufacture commodities ror use in 
times of peace, the report continues, 
“adding to the growing feeling that 
the ena of the war will not have the 
disastrous effects on the industries 
which some interests feared.”

Smashed 


Has Given United States 
Foremost Position. 


Dun's report says: 

Further remarkable progress in fi- 
nance, commerce and industry has been 
achieved during the fiscal year just 
ended. Domestic production and distri- 
bution have surpassed all records, with 
profits unprecedented, and the enor- 
mous growth in eversea trade has 
placed this country in the foremost po- 
sition in the money markets of the 
world. In spite of numerous draw- 
backs, American enterprise steadily 
reaches out to new goals, the interna- 
tional disturbances, while making for 
wholesome conservatism, failing to 
check constructive endeavor. Decided 
impetus is imparted to some lines, such 
as cotton and woolen goods, footwear 
and military supplies, by urgent gov- 
ernment needs that have developed at 
a time when stocks are limited and 
most manufacturers pushed to meet 
ordinary requirements, Because of the 
pressure on producing forces, there will 
be less than the customary shut-downs 
for mid-year inventorying and repairs, 
indications foreshadowing unusual ac- 
tivity in the principal industries 
throughout the summer. The read- 
justment of prices has continued in cer- 
tain branches, yet the recession is by 
no means general and in nearly all 
cases costs remain exceptionally high. 
This tends to restrict buying in some 
quarters and is an influence in retatl 
circles, though distribution broadens as 
the weather becomes more seasonable 
and many consumers still display a 
marked preference for the better grades 
of merchandise. That business is re- 
markably well sustained is evidenced 
by the fact that daily average bank 
clearings at important centers are only 
slightly ‘below the corresponding fig- 
ures for May. Returns of railroad earn- 
ings bear testimony to record-break- 
ing traffic movements, while the in- 
creased dividend disbursements show 
that investors are sharing in the gen- 
eral prosperity. Greater amounts of 
capital are needed to promote the in- 
dustrial and commercial development, 
and corporate financing in June was 
more than twice as large as last year. 


GOVERNMENT PLACES 
RUSH ORDERS FOR STEEL 


Foreign Nations Continue to 
Order War Munitions, Tho’ 


in Smaller Quantities. 


New York, July 2.—The United States 
government has called upon the steel 
mills for advance shipments on steel 
contracts and has placed orders for 
machine guns, automobile trucks, army 
wagons, shovels, picks, nails, wire and 
similar supplies for the possible Mexi- 
can campaign. There also is some 
prospect that railroad equipment will 
be purchased. The mills and shops are 
responding with alacrity.
